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I, GENERAL 


This bulletin, issued by the Acting Commonwealth Statistician, (Mre SeRe Carver) 
covers the operations of Part VII of the Social Service Consolidation ‘ct, 1947, for the 
month of June, 1948 and the year ended June, 1948, This information has been compiled 
from date made available by the Department of Social Services, 


The Act provides for the payment of benefits to persons whose normal earnings 
have been interupted through unemployment or temporary incapacity, It also provides 
enother class of benefit ~ designated Special Benefit - which gives assistance to 
persons on account of some special circumstances, and to those persons who cannot comply 
with the statutory requirements relating to unomployment or sickness benefit, and who 
are prevented from earning a livelihood and are in need. 


Tho numbor of recipients of benefit does not embrece the total unemployment 
and sickness in the community.e Unemployment or sickness of less than seven day's 
duration is not coverod, owing to the provision in the ict of a “waiting period” of 
this longth of timo during which no benefit is payable. Pormanent incapacity is not 
included as this is covered by the Invalid section of the Social Services Consolidation 
ict, 1947, Tho application of o "means tost"' excluded another group from benefit, 

The inclusion of claims rejected ~- see Section 8 = completes the coverage of all persons 
applying for benefit, irrospectivo of whether their claims are approved or rejocted, 


Tho number of "porsons on benefit" in this bullctin rolates to principal 
bonoficiarios who would normally bo broadwinnors. Dopondants of such bonoficiarios 
nro not included, 


Tho dotails givon in Soction 4, 6 and 7 refor to admittancos and exits 
notifiod during the period shown and not to admittances md oxits which actually 
occurod during the poriods 


Duc to dolay in tho rocoipts of information in respect of some boneficiari es 
tho figuros aro proliminary and subject to rovision. This applics particularly to

the broad distinction being that a discharge is final and there is no Likelihood of the 
person being re-engaged, at least in the near future. A lay-off is a separation of 
temporary nature with the idea that the job will be available again for tho omployee as 
soon as circumstances permit, Quits are separations which take place on the initiative 
of the omployee.
